The Bees Build A Mausoleum 


Bees have a unique insect fur- 
nace which they use to keep the 
temperature of the hive comflor- 
table even in the depth of winter 
when the thermometer registers 
10 degrees below zero outside. The 
bees remain inside and are able 
to maintain their living quarters 
at 65 degrees F. If the air be- 
comes heavy and there is need otf 
ventilation, they know how to ar- 
range themselves in proper forma- 
tion and by vigorous action of 
their wings, one brigade on the 
inside and another on the outside 
pull out the vitiated air and draw 
in clean, fresh supplies. 

The way they dispose of the 
dead body of a mouse is interest- 
ing. This dead body will surely 
foul the entire hive, necessitating 
an abandonment of their home. 
How then can they get rid of the 


is not the slightest contamination 
of their living abode. 

These and many other wonders 
might well occupy our attention, 
but let us, as we take leave of the 
bee, make an early morning visit 
to a hive. The soft light of a new 
day is sweeping across the fields, 
and a stimulating breeze is moving 
among flowers, leaves, and shrubs. 

Throughout the hive is the thrill 
of buoyant life. Thousands of work- 
ers buzzing about cause the bee- 
house to quiver with activity, but 
nowhere is there confusion; every- 
thing proceeds in orderly fashion. 
Each bee has its work to do and 
seems to do it joyously and with 
all its might. 

The gatherers of nectar, led by 
scouts, fly in a “bee line to the 
scene of action, making good time 
at about 15 miles an hour. Among 
the flowers still heavy with dew, 
they pass in and out, gathering 
pollen dust on their hairy cover- 
ing, and using their slender curved 
tongues, like tiny scimitars, to 
draw from the blossoms the last 
drop of sweetness. 

Then they fly back to the hive, 
pausing for a brief moment be- 
fore the guards ‘at the entrance, 
to give their peculiar salute and 
countersign, before entering to de- 
posit their spoils. Here, in a little 
six-sided room with walls of solid 
wax, is the storehouse or bank of 
deposit. The records show that one 
colony of bees will yield from 50 
to 100 pounds of the honey per 
season—very large return for their 
labor when we consider the in- 
significan amount each bee is able 
to manufacture in a day. 

Honey is an admirable carbo- 
hyrate food. It consists of water, 
levulose, dextrose, cane sugar, 
dextrins, and gums, with very 
small quantities of ash, beeswax, 
a few pollen grains, and coloring 
material from the plants supplying 
nectar. 


This delectable food contains} 
substantial amounts of vitamins 
A, B, and C. None of these is 


found in highly refined cane or 


beet sugars. In addition, it con- 
tains carbohydrates, a small a- 
mount of protein, a generous 


quantity of the mineral salts, 
calcium, iron, iodine, copper and 
zine, as well as enzymes and other 
vital and nutritional substances. 
Unlike table sugar, it is alkaline, 
hence does not tend to produce 
body acidity. It is the simplest 
and most digestible form of sweet- 
ening, and is readily absorbed and 
assimilated. In giving the honey- 
bee to the world, the Creator has 
conferred a real blessing on hu- 


moanity.

Why Does God Have a Right 
to Demand Repentance of 
All Sinners? 


First, because He is creator of 
mankind. Verse 13: “. . . he that 
formeth the mountains, and creat- 
eth the wind. . . . The Lord, The 
God of hosts, is His name.” Be- 
cause God made the universe and 
created man, therefore He has a 
perfect right to demand of His 
creatures that they turn away 
from their sinful ways. Verse 4 
suggests a second reason for this 
right. The word “transgress’ used 
there has in it the meaning of 
“rebel.’”’ Refusal to repent of one’s 
sin really means rebelling against 
the laws of God, who is the moral 
Governor of the Universe. 

This sermon of Amos teaches us 
that God is willing to go the very 
limit in trying to get men to re- 
pent. This was true of His re- 
lations to Israel in the days of the 
prophet. But we can be very sure 
that God prefers that men should 
repent without the use of drastic 
means to get them to do so. He 
always exhausts every ordinary 
means of grace to influence men 
to repent before He starts to use 
drastic means. Today the ordinary 
means God uses would certainly 
begin with the influence of Chris- 
tian homes—a Christian mother, 
or father, or other relatives. It 
would include the influence of 
Christian friends, and most cer- 
tainly the influence of the church 
with its teaching and preaching of 
Gospel truth. The Lord does His 
very best to get every young per- 
son who is blessed with these in- 
fluences to accept Christ in the 
days of youth.

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Verse 6 mentions “cleanness of 
teeth” and “want of bread.” He 
sent them drought. Verse 7 quotes 
God as saying, “I have withholden 
the rain.” In verse 9: “blasting 
and mildew” are used of God, in 
verse 10: “The pestilence,” and in 
verse 11 calamities are thus de- 
scribed: “I have overthrown some 
of you as God overthrew Sodom 
and Gomorrah.” Yet with all these 
drastic means, Israel failed to re- 
pent of her sins, for the Lord said 
over and over again, “Yet have ye 
not returned unto me, saith the 
Lord,” 

And after exhausting every or- 
dinary means available, God has 
been already using some drastic 
means in order to get America as 
a nation to repent of its sins. We 
have gone through two world wars, 
and have already lost over -one 
hundred thousand men in the 
Korean War. If our country stub- 
bornly refuses to repent, it may 
be necessary for God to use atomic 
warfare against us as a _ last 
drastic means to get us to turn 
from our sinful ways. May God 
grant that it may not be necessary 
for Him to do so! May Heaven 
send us a revival of old-time 
Christianity instead! 


God is Using Drastic Means to 
Get Individual Sinners 
to Repent 


If ordinary means of grace fail 
to influence men to turn to the 
Lord from their sins, then He 
often sends them trouble, or lets 
it come their way. He does not 
deliver them from it, in order 
that they may seek the Lord be- 
cause of the trouble. And He lets 
catastrophes overtake them that 
they might think on their way and 
repent. Floods or earthquakes are 
sometimes used by Him for this 
purpose. 

I was pastor in Long Beach 
when the great earthquake rocked 
that city. One of the most active 
workers we had in the church had 
an unsaved husband. We had been 
praying for his salvation for many 
months, and God used the earth- 
quake to talk to him in a no un- 
certain way. He was driving his 
automobile along a narrow alley 
between two tall brick buildings 
when the first shock came that 
did so much damage. He stopped 
his car and immediately got out 
of it. He had no sooner done this 
than a quantity of bricks came 
tumbling down smashing in the 
top of his car just where he had 
been seated a few seconds before. 
If he had stayed in the car instead 
of getting out of it, he would 
have lost his life, and would have 
died an unsaved man. What a 
sermon this was to him! God was 
using drastic means to get him to 
surrender to God. 

Death of loved ones, loss of 
health, or sometimes loss of wealth 
are among the more drastic means: 
the good Lord sometimes uses to 
get people to turn from their own 
sinful ways and return unto God. 
What a difficult time the Lord 
has in breaking the stubborn will 
of some who do not respond to 
the ordinary means of grace. 

A woman, with whom I talked 
on several occasions, grew up in a 
family with godly parents, who 
all their lifetime prayed for her 
salvation. She attended Sunday 
School and church, and heard the 
Gospel repeatedly. When she was 
a little older she served as pianist 
for an evangelist, and yet she her- 
self was not born again. Later, 
she married a wealthy man who 
was connected with the Hollywood 
film industry. She drifted farther 
away from the Lord. Her hus- 
band purchased a mountain cabin 
for her vacation use, and installed 
an organ in it for her to play, 
for she was a talented musician. 
A close neighbor of her’s in the 
mountains was a godly Christian 
who began to pray in earnest for 
her salvation. This Christian 
neighbor asked me to call upon 
the woman in an effort to lead 
her to the Lord. But I found her 
very critical of Christians and not 
willing to face her responsibility 
to accept Christ. 


A year later, when on vacation 
in the mountains, I made a second 
call, and discovered that she had 
been saved from death by a nar- 
row margin. Her doctor had de- 
clared her to be dead, and she was 
actually sent to an undertaker’s 
quarters. The undertaker gave her 
the death test and found indication 
of life. She was sent back to a 


doctor and was restored to more 
or less normal health again. There 
in the mountain cabin she herself 
to. me about this experience in 
a joking manner. I said to her “If 
I were in your shoes, and had had 
that happen to me, I would want 
to accept Jesus Christ as my 
Saviour as quickly as I possibly 
could do so,” 

But she persisted many months 
in rejecting the Saviour. The death 
angel entered her home and took 
away her husband. Then for about 
eight or ten years she went down 
to death's door again and again, 
suffering greatly much of the time. 
Just this year she was sent to 
the hospital where her last days 
were spent. A Christian nurse 
waited on her and found her with 
a soft heart for Christian things. 
She had come to feel that she 
was too great a sinner for Christ 
to save. But the nurse was able 
to give her Scripture that met her 
needs, and she wrote the neigh- 
bor in the mountains that her 
prayers were answered and that 
this one, for whom so much prayer 
had gone up to God, really died 
trusting in Christ as her Saviour. 
How patient and longsuffering our 
God is with erring humans! 


In a Southern California town 
a little girl became very much in- 
terested in attending Sunday 
School, and was led to accept Jesus 
Christ as her Saviour. She did 
everything she could to get her 
parents to go to church, but they 
refused to go.

But the par- 
ents weren’t interested in turning 
to God as their child wanted them 
to do, so God suddenly took her 
home. |

Listen to the words of Revela- 

tion 16:9-11: 

“And men were scorched with 
great heat, and blasphemed the 
name of God, which hath power 
over these plagues: And they re- 
pented not to give him glory. And 
the fifth angel poured out his 
vial upon the seat of the beast; 
and his kingdom was full of dark- 
ness; and they gnawed their 
tongues for pain, and blasphemed 
the God of heaven because of 
their pains and their sores, and 
repented not of their deeds.” 

Even after the use of such 
drastic means as these. divine 
judgments, men in those days will 
stubbornly refuse to repent of 
their sins, even as it was repeated 
concerning the Jews of the days 
of Amos: “Yet have they not re- 
turned unto me, saith the Lord.” 


But Why Do Men So Often 
Refuse to Repent of 
Their Sin? 

Why is it men do not seek their 
Maker, who can bestow upon them 
so many blessings? Surely, one 
reason is because they love sin 
too much. John 3:19, 20: “And 
this is the condemnation, that 
light is come into the world, and 
men loved darkness rather than 
light because their deeds were evil. 
For every one that doeth evil

29:1: “He, that being often re- 
proved hardeneth his neck, shall 
suddenly be destroyed, and that 
without remedy.”

“Behold, now is the accepted 
time; behold, now is the day of 
salvation” (II Cor. 6:2). 


Every Man Who Keeps on 
Refusing to Repent of His 
Sins Must Sooner or Later 
Meet God in Judgment 
The words of Amos 4:12: ‘“Pre- 
pare to meet thy God,” were 
spoken as a climax to the five 
times repeated declaration of the 
Lord: “Yet have ye not returned 
unto me.” Because Israel kept on 
refusing to repent, therefore she 
must needs prepare to meet God 
and such a meeting can only be 
in judgment. For an unrepentant 
Sinner there is no escape in meet- 


‘ing a holy God in judgment. 


A Christian young man invited 
an unsaved friend of his to attend 
church with him. He could see 
that the sermon had produced real 
conviction of sin for the friend 
seemed to be very uncomfortable. 
So he arranged for them after 
church to walk around the block 
so that at a certain place they 
would be likely to meet the min- 
ister after leaving the church. 
After introduction, the friend re- 
marked to the pastor, “I didn’t 
want to meet you.”

Dear unsaved friend, you can be 
very sure that God is trying hard 
to save you by getting you to re- 
pent of your sins now, but He 
cannot save you unless you will 
let Him do so. Romans 5:7, 8: 
“For scarcely for a righteous man 
will one die: yet peradventure for 
a good man some would even dare 
to die. But God commendeth his 
love toward us, in that, while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for 
us.” This Scripture teaches us two 
great and wonderful truths: First, 
God loves guilty sinners, and, 
second, Christ died for the un- 
godly. Remember then that God 
loves you, and Christ died for 
your sins. And the blessed Holy 
Spirit has been using every pos- 
sible means, ordinary and drastic, 
in order to get you to repent of 
your sins and accept Jesus Christ 
as your personal Saviour.

Not a Form of Words 


It is clear that simply repeating 
words is not prayer. Prayer utters 
itself in words orally, or other- 
wise, but uttering words is not 
necessarily prayer. The Pharisee 
stood and prayed thus with him- 
self. The publican would not lift 
up his eyes to Heaven, but stood 
afar off, and said, ‘““God be merci- 
ful to me a sinner” (Luke 18:13). 
The Pharisee did He 
made a speech to God, a very poor 
speech too, by the way, one which 
has come down through the ages 
as a sort of monstrosity. 

On the other hand, the publican 
did pray. He received answer to 
his prayer. He went down to his 
house justified. Even if the Phari- 
see had prayed in the words of 
the publican, he would not really 
have prayed if he had not had 
the spirit of the publican, for God 
looks upon the hearts of men. He 
cannot be deceived and He will 
not be mocked. If men repeat 
words to Him which do not cor- 
respogd to heart attitude, He 
knows it and He considers it an 
insult and an offense. He does not 
answer such pretended prayers ex- 
cept by judgments.

What is the Prayer Attitude? | 


It is unquestionably a childlike | 


state of mind and heart. ‘““‘When ye 
pray, say, Our Father.” In words, 
yes, but not in words alone, for 
if I say, “My fathér,” to a man 
who does not occupy that relation 
to me and whom I know not to 
occupy that relation, it is simply 
a sort of he. I must, then, when 
I begin to pray occupy the child 
position. What is the heart 
tude of a child? 

In the first place, perhaps the 
attitude of loving confidence. God 
has given me nine children. Two 


of them_are with the Lord, lovely | 


children they were. Why should 
I say “were’’? Had I been a more 
obedient and humble man, no 
doubt they would have continued 
with me, but I needed chastening, 
so they were taken away. But 
when my children who remain say, 
“My father,” they have a perfect 
confidence that if the thing which 
they desire is within my power 
and judged to be helpful to 
them, they will get the’ thing 
which they desire. They had this 
confidence fully developed when 
they were just beginning to talk. 
It has not grown less as days 
have gone on. They have said, “My 
father, and they have felt, “My 
father,” when they said it. 


The Child Attitude also 
Involves Submission and 


Obedience 
A child who is not submissive 
and obedient is not in any real 


sense a spiritual child, but rather 
a spiritual rebel. It is not difficult 
for one to know whether he is 
disposed to a loving submission 
and a constant obedience or not. 
This question is simply a question 
of fact and anyone who will take 
the time to think it over will know 
whether he is at heart a child 
or a rebel. If he is really a rebel 
it avails nothing for him to be 
talking as if he were a child. God 
is not pleased with what he says 
because He knows what he means. 
It is an offense, not a compliment, 
not a satisfaction, to say: “My 
Father,’ when in fact the person 
has, not the heart of a child. 


“Examine Yourselves, 
Whether Ye Be 
in the Faith” 


It is possible that in years gone 
by, there was too much time spent 
in what was called “self-examina- 
tion.” Persons became morbid. 
They dwelt on their own states 
and attitudes so much that they 
lost the sense of God. It is very 
doubtful whether this is a com- 
mon feeling at the present time. 
Personally, I am sure that a larg- 
er measure of self-examination 
would have been very helpful to 
me, and I have every reason to 
believe that a multitude of my 
brethren might also have been 
profited by the same practice. 


I remember my dear brother, 
Henry L. Kellogg, one of the pur- 
est, sweetest, truest men I ever 
knew, a man to whom, as it seems 
to me, under God, I owe my own 
salvation. It was his custom. when 
we were in college to have regular 
seasons for examining himself. I 
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think this was one secret of his 


> 


spiritual power and of his large 
usefulness. I believe that no man 
can say, “My Father,” to God in- 
telligently and acceptably, who 
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does not from time to time raise 
with himself the question respect- 
ing the child attitude. 


“Except Ye Become as 
Little Children” 


“Ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven” (Matt. 18:3). 
The little child trusts and the little 
child submits and the little child 
actively obeys, because the little 
child hearitly loves his father. He 
comprehends very little of his 
father’s plans. Almost all he knows 
is that his father occupies a cer- 
tain position or relation with re- 
gard to him, and his heart goes 
out to his father in a loving con- 
fidence that ever leads to larger 


measures of affection and service. | 


When we have prayed, or have 
done the thing which we have 
called praying, what has been our 


attitude of mind respecting God? | 


Have we looked upon Him as a 
worthy child looks upon a worthy 
parent? Have we seriously thought 
of Him at all, or have we, driven 
by some sense of need or some 
feeling of guilt, simply called be- 
cause we must call. If so, then 


we have not prayed. No matter 
what we have named the thing 


which we have done, we may be 
sure that we have not prayed, for 
prayer, let me repeat the work, 
is a heart attitude. 


If an earthly parent should be 
approached by a child with a peti- 


ion and should read the heart of | 


the chiid and see that he did not 
love, that he did not trust. that 
he was not willing to obey, that 


he was really in a state of antag- 
onism, he would at once feel, even 
before he said, that he could not 
be on fatherly relations until the 
child should come into the child 
attitude. 


Let me repeat once more: It is 
entirely possible for every one who 
reads these words to know 
whether he is in the child state 


or not. If he is not in the child 
state, he cannot even begin to 
\pray. He cannot say, “Our 


|Father,” and all the time which 
| he spends in pretended prayer 
| while in this rebellious attitude is 
|worse than thrown away. “When 
ye pray say: ‘Our Father. 
If you can truly say this, 
you are in ae state to 
begin your prayer. If you can- 
not truly say this, you are not in 
a state to begin your prayer; so 
let us be sure in regard to this. 
This ts an article of cardinal 
importance. There is no progress, 
ino beginning, without it. Only the 
‘child heart can acceptably say, 
|““My Father,” and if we have not 
ithe child heart, we are not child- 
ren. We may belong to the church: 
we may occupy official positions 
in it; we may even be preachers 
of the gospel, but the Lord will 
‘say to us in the great day: “I 
know you not whence ye are; de- 
part from me all ye workers 
of iniquity” (Luke 13:27). 
“For let not that man think that

Now this is a tremendously im- 
portant verse. If, as the majority 
of professing Christendom teaches 
today, the church is the kingdom, 
and all the prophecies concerning 
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the Messianic, earthly kingdom of 
our Lord must be spiritualized and 
applied to the church, and, there- 
fore, God is all through with 
national Israel, then here certainly 
was the one opportunity for Jesus 
to set His disciples, and all of us, 
straight on this subject. If God 
is all through with Israel, and the 
church is now spiritual Israel, 
then here was the opportunity of 
our Saviour to state that fact 
clearly, so that there would be 
no question or confusion about it. 
He could have said, for instance: 
“Forget about the millennial king- 
dom. The church is the kingdom: 
God is all through with the nation 
of Israel, and they will never re- 
turn literally to the land.” This 
would have cleared up all the con- 
fusion which is dividing Christen- 
dom today. But instead Jesus says, 
The time is not for you to know. 
Just wait until Pentecost, and the 
Holy Spirit will give you instruc- 
tions and further information on 
what you are to do in the interim 
before I set up the kingdom, for 
the promises will still come true. 


And then came the shock of 
their lives. Jesus, after assuring 
them in this way that the kingdom 
would be set up ultimately, sud- 
denly leaves them, and we read:

We shall discuss this passage 
in a later broadcast, but now we 
merely want to sound the warn- 
ing, that if we give up “the ex- 
pectation of the Lord’s imminent 
return, we make the entire truth 
sterile, fruitless and helpless. Jesus 
MAY come today. If we really be- 
lieve that He might come before 
tomorrow morning, it would stir 
us to the very depths of our souls, 
I am sure. There would be some 
things that we have left undone, 
that we would want to do before 
we meet Him. There are some 
things that we have done, that 
we would want to make right 
before the Lord’s return to call 
us before the judgment seat of 
Christ. We would live such lives 
that not a finger could be laid 
upon us because we would be 
found working for Him. 

Surely if we believe with all our 
hearts that the Lord Jesus Christ 
might come back again before an- 
other day passes, it would stir us 
to action. It would cause holiness 
of walk and conduct and conversa- 
tion. We would make this last day 
really count for our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. And so we 
ask the question in closing, “How 
real is this blessed hope of our 
Lord’s return?” The apostle John 
tells us very definitely concernaag 
this: 


“And every man that hdth 
this hope in him purifieth him- 
self, even as he is pure.” — 
1 John 3:3. 

“Watch therefore: for ye 
know not what hour your Lord 
doth come.’—Matt. 24:42. 


PART TWO 
“He which testifieth these 
things saith, Surely I come 
quickly. Amen. Even so, come, 


Lord Jesus.’—Rev. 22:20. 


In this verse, the very next to 
the last verse in the entire Bible, 
we find two last things spoken of. 
First, we have the last promise, 


and then we have the last prayer 


in the Bible. The last promise is 
from our risen, ascended Lord: the 
last prayer is by His waiting, re- 
deemed people on the earth, and 
both of these, the last promise, 
and the last prayer, have to do 
with just one single thing—the 
coming again of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the only answer to the 
world’s problems, the only hope of 
a groaning creation, the Blessed 
Hope of the waiting Bride. The 
promise is, “Surely I come quick- 
ly.”” And the prayer is, “Even so, 
come, Lord Jesus.” 


Important Doctrine 

The unique way, therefore, in 
which the Bible closes is in itself 
an indication of the tremendous 
importance of the doctrine of the 
second Coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. I hope that you will see 
this. Last words are always very 
precious words, important words, 
meaningful words. If you, for in- 
Stance, knew that you had only 
a few more minutes to spend with 
your loved ones here on earth, you 
certainly would not spend those 
minutes in idle conversation or 
inconsequential chatter. You would 
weigh every word, you would 
speak of the thing that is, nearest 
and dearest and heaviest upon 
your heart. The same certainly 
must have been true of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. For when He spoke 
these last words, He knew that 
this was the end of His revelation 
to us in the Bible and in these 
last few words He speaks again 
of the thing which is closest to His 
own heart, His Second Coming, 
the climax of His redemptive pro- 
gram. 

Let those who tell us that the 
doctrine of the Second Coming of 
Christ is not an important doc- 
trine, a vital doctrine, a funda- 
mental doctrine, consider this 
fact, that our Lord in His very 
last closing words to the waiting 
Church chose to speak only of His 
coming again. In our message last 
week, you will remember, we 
called your attention to the first 
words which Jesus ever sent back 
from Heaven AFTER He ascended. 
It was, “I am coming again.” This 
was the promise of Acts 1:11, and 
just as His FIRST word AFTER 
He went to Heaven was, “I am 
coming back again,” so the very 
LAST words which He sent down 
from Heaven before the canon of 
Seriptures was closed, is again, 
“I am coming “back again.” And

Consider Its Prominence 

Do you realize that the 
first promise God ever 
man after he fell was the promise 
of the Second Coming of the Mes- 
siah. In Genesis 3:15 God in pro- 
nouncing judgment upon the ser- 
pent, immediately after 
fall, Says: 


“And I will put 
tween thee and the woman, 
between thy seed and her 
it shall bruise thy head, 
thou shalt bruise his heel.’ 


Now everyone knows, everyone 
agrees that this promise refers to 
the coming of the Redeemer, the 
seed of the woman, but have you 
ever seen the two comings of the 
Redeemer in this verse? They are 
both very clearly there. Here is 
the first coming: 


“Thou [the seed of the ser- 
pent| shall bruise his [the seed 
of the woman] heel.” 


Now this, everyone agrees, is 
already history. It was literally 
fulfilled nineteen hundred years 
ago when Jesus hung upon the 
cross with His feet nailed to a 
literal tree, and His heel literally 
bruised by the emissaries of the 
serpent, Satan. 

But this verse (Gen. 3:15) con- 
tains more than the bruising of 
the Saviour’s heel; it also speaks 
of the crushing of the serpent’s 
head, which, of course, means his

How significant, therefore, that 
the very first promise in the Old 
Testament includes both the First 
Coming when the Saviour’s heel 
will be bruised, but also the 
Second Coming when He will crush 
the serpent’s head. 


Close of the Old Testament 

But even more astonishing is 
the fact that the very last promise 
in the Old Testament was also the 
promise—not of our Lord’s First 
Coming, but of His Second. We 
of course, do not under-estimate 
the importance of our Lord's first 
advent, to suffer, to. die, and to 
rise again. We would not make 
His Second Coming more import- 
ant than His First, for they are 
inseparable and of equal import- 
ance. The First Coming is incom- 
plete without His Second, and the 
Second is impossible without the 
First. We merely want you to see 
how equally important our Lord’s 
return is, and absolutely essential 
in the final consummation of the 
redemption which He began at 
Calvary, and will be completed 
when He comes again. And so con- 


equally 
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sider the last promise in the Old 
Testament. You will find it in 
| Malachi ‘chapter 4, verse 1, where 
we read: 


“For, behold, the day cometh, 
that shall burn as an oven; and 
all the proud, yea, and all that 
do wickedly, shall be stubble: 
and the day that cometh shall 
burn them up, saith the Lord 
of hosts, that it shall leave them 
neither root nor branch.’ 


Now the teaching of this pas- 
Sage unmistakable. Malachi, of 
course, is referring to the “day of 
the Lord,” an expression occurring 
hundreds of time in the Scriptures 
and without exception invariably 
refers to that awful day of earth’s 
judgment which will be ushered 
in at the coming again of Christ. 
It is called not only the “day of 
the Lord,” but also the “Great 
Tribulation,” the “day of ven- 
geance of our God,” the “time of 
Jacob's trouble,” and many other 
descriptive titles. And 
then, will you notice verse 2 of 
Malachi 4:

To the nation of Israel, the 
Messiah, Jesus, will come as the 
Sun of righteousness to dispel the 
darkness of the time of Jacob’s 
trouble in particular during the 
tribulation. Malachi describes this 
day in chapter 3, verses 1-4: 
“Behold. I will send

senger, and he shall prepare the 
way before me: and the Lord, 
whom ye seek, shall suddenly 
come to his temple, even the 
messenger of the covenant, 
whom ye delight in: behold, he 
shall come, saith the Lord of 
hosts. But who may abide the 
day of his coming? and who 


shall stand when he anppeareth? 
he is like a refiner’s fire, 
and like fullers’ soap: And he 
shall sit as a refiner and puri- 
fier of silver: and he shall pur- 
ify the sons of Levi, and purge 
them as gold and silver, that 
they may offer unto the Lord 
an offering im righteousness. 
Then shall the offering of Judah 
and Jerusalem be pleasant unto 
the Lord, in the days of old, 
and as in former years.” 


When the earth’s darkest mo- 
ment arrives, it will only be by the 
coming of the Lord that its prob- 
lems will be solved and peace and 
righteousness will be ushered in. 


The Morning Star 
But just as Christ will 
AFTER the _ tribulation to the 
nation of Israel as the Sun of 
righteousness to deliver them, just 
so He will FIRST come as the 
Morning Star to catch away His 
church. In Revelation 2:26-28 we 
read: 

“And he that overcometh, and 
keepeth my works unto the end, 
to him will I gwe power over 
the nations: And he shall rule 
them with a rod of iron: as the

Now you will notice in this 
passage, which of course, refers to 
the church, that our Lord here is 
referred to as the “morning star” 
for his waiting Bride. But to Israel 
He is presented as the “Sun of 
righteousness.’’ Now the figure is 
most suggestive and instructive. 
The morning star is one of the 
brightest stars in the heavens. It 
always rises shortly before dawn, 
and is followed by the darkest 
hour of the entire night, the hour 
just before the dawn. The morning 
star heralds the night’s darkest 
hour, but also proclaims the pro- 
mise of the soon coming sunrise. 
And then after this darkest period 
of the night, after the morning 
star rises, the sun shows itself, 
dispelling the darkness, awaking 
all nature, and bringing in a new 
day. 

This is the Bible revelation con- 
cerning our Lord’s return also. The 
next event is the rising of the 
morning star for the church when 
Jesus comes from 

vs heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God: and 
the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: Then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in. the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air; and so shall we ever be with 
the Lord.’—1 Thess. 4:16,17.

God is that glorious event, called 
also “‘that blessed hope’’ when the 
Lord Jesus Himself shall return 
according to the promise of His 
Book: 
“He which testifieth these 
things saith, Surely I come 
quickly. Amen.” Rev. 22:20. 


May our hearts respond, “Even 


so, come, Lord Jesus.”’
